Legislation to Prevent Suspension 


of Trans-Atlantic Shipping and 
Embargo on Crop Movement 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 3.—Legislation 


to prevent suspension of trans-Atlantic 
shipping and an embargo on the move- 
ment of American crops during hostili- 
ties in Europe was on the program for 
consideration in the house today in the 
form of a proposal to amend the Pan- 
ama canal act. so as to permit foreign 
ships to take American registry. The 
amendment was to be pressed for im- 
mediate passage. 


Its chief features would eliminate the 


requirement that a ship must be five 
years old to qualify for American reg- 
istry, authorize the president tn sus- 
pend provisions that all watch officers 
must he Americans and suspend the re- 


quirement for survey,

A 'Lowell visitor to Hampton beach

from the Casino to the Hampton beach 
hotel would imagine, were it not for 
the roar of the sea that he was hack 
home in Lowell, so many familiar faces 
docs he see, for there is hardly a hotel 
or cottage at the beach at this time of 
year that docs not number among? its 
guests one or more Lowell persons.

BOSTON", Aug. -i.—Street Commis- 


sioner Frank A. Goodwin yesterday 
made public the following statement in 
regard to the fire hazard situation: 


"The new fire hazard bill does nor 


take from the board of street commis- 
sioners the authority to issue permits 
for the erection of garages after a pub- 
lic hearing, as required in chapter 577 
of ihe acts of 1913 and amendments 
thereto in chapter 119 of the acts of 
1314. 


"While the, board was inclined to re- 


fuse, to accept any more petitions for 
the erection of garages, I am satisfied, 
upon careful reading of the fire hazard 
bill, that it has the power to grant such 
permits. 
Of course a-person will have 


to get a permit or license from the fire 
hazard commissioner to keep gasoline 
in a building used for habitation or 
within 50 feet of any building used as a 
dwelling. 


"Under the law existing before th?. 


fire hazard bill went into effect, it was 
necessary to get n. permit to keep gasp- 
line, even in the tank of an automobile, 
in any building, but under section 6 of 
the fire hazard bill that is no longer 
necessary. 


"So far as private garages are con- 


cerned, in which gasoline will be kept

"The new fire hazard bill does not 


take from tho board of street commis- 
sioners tho authority to,Issue permits 
for the erection of garages after a pub- 
lic hearing, as required in chapter 57? 
of the acts of 1913 and amendments 
thereto in chapter 119 of the acts of 
131-4.. 


"While the board was Inclined to re- 


fuse to accept any more petitions for 
the. erection of garages, I am satisfied 
upon careful reading of the fire hazarc 
bill, that it has tho power to grant such 
permits. Of course a person will have 
to get a permit or license from the fire 
hazard commissioner to keep gasolino 
in a building used for habitation or 
within 50 feet of any building used as a 
dwelling.

fire hazard bill went into effect, it was 
necessary to get a permit to keep gaso- 
line, even in the tank of an automobile, 
In any building, but under section 6 of 
the fire hazard bill that is no longer 
necessary.

ENFORCE NEW ACT HAVING 


TO DO WITH PliODUCTTON" AND 
SALE OF MILK 


The following net relative to tho 


production and sale of milk was ap- 
proved last month: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 


any producer of milk or dealer in milk 
to sell or deliver for ealo in any-city 
or town iu the commonwealth any milk 
produced or dealt in by him without 
first obtaining from the board of health 
of such city or town a permit author- 
ising such sale or delivery. Raid boards 
of health arc hereby authorized to is- 
sue such permits after an inspection, 
satisfactory to them, of tho place in 
which and of. the circumstances under 
which such milk is produced, has been 
made by them or by their authorized 
agent. 
Any permit so granted may 


contain such rc-nsonnble conditions as 
said board may think suitable for pro- 
tecting- the public health and may be 
revoked for failure to comply with any 
of such conditions. 
No charge shall 


be made to the producer for the per- 
mit or for the inspection of the dairy 
where the milk is produced.

asked for In an equity suit against th 


York, New Haven & Hartford 


Railroad company brought yesterday In 
tho federal district court against the 
company, its officers and directors and 
the estate of J, P. Morgan by Tisla 
D. Clark, a resident of New Jersey and 
holder of 20 shares of stock. 


Tho suit Introduces no personal dam- 


ages and is chiefly confined to a com- 
plaint on tho personal losses alleged t< 
havo been incurred by the stockhold- 
ers through tho actions of tho road's 
directorate which havo been investi- 
gated by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 


Mr. Clark states in tho complaint 


that tho 20 shares bo owns came- to him 
by inheritance and that the suit is noi 
a collusive one, brought to confer onls 
tbe federal court jurisdiction in a case 
of which it would not otherwise, have 
cognizance. 


It is sought to recover by this suit, 


from thn individual defendants as pres- 
ent and former directors, .large sums 
which, it is alleged, were withdrawn 
and misappropriated, after Charles S. 
Mellen's election as president in 1903, 


a "triumvirate" composed of J. P. 


Morgan, William Rockefeller and Mr. 
Mellen. 


Thomas C. Spelling, attorney for the 


plaintiff. In a statement issued last 
nisnt, declares the suit Is different in 
important respect from any other thus 
far filed. "An Injunction is sought," 
he says, "not 'to displace or interfere 
with the management of the present 
board of directors, but to forestall and 
prevent the directors voting at corpor-

themselves and to various corporations 
in consummating the 
various illegal 


transactions complained of, and to pre- 
vent the board, making good out of 
tbe funds of the defendant company 
and deficits either in fixed charges or 
on operating account of the corpora- 
tion, control of which they have ille- 
gally acquired.

TO DO WITH PRODUCTION AND 
SALE OP MILK 


The. following act relative to mo 


production and sale of milk was ap- 
proved last month: 


Section 1. It Bhall bo unlawful for 


any producer of milk or dealer in milk 
to sell or deliver for sale In any city 
or town in the commonwealth any milk 
produced or dealt in by him without 
first obtaining from the board o£ health 
of such city or town a permit author- 
izing such sale or delivery. Ssld boards 
of health are hereby authorized to is- 
sue such permits after an inspection, 
satisfactory to ihem, of tho place In 
which and of the circumstances under 
which such milk is produced, has been 
made by them or by their authorized 
agent. 
Any permit so granted .may 


contain such reasonable conditions as 
said board may think suitable for pro- 
tecting the public health and may be 
revoked for failure to comply with any 
of such conditions. 
No charge shall 


be. made to the producer for the per- 
mit or for the inspection of the dairy 
where the milk is produced. 


Section 2. 
in case any permit so 


granted is revoked, the board revok- 
ing tho permit shall immediately send 
notice o f - t h e revocation to the state 
board of health, and the state board of 
health shall at once inform the boards 
of health ot other cities and towns in 
the commonwealth where, in its judg- 
ment, milk produced by the dairy to 
which the permit relates would 
be 


likely to be sold or delivered for sale, 
and the state board 
of health shall 


also give notice of such revocation 
to any dealer in milk who. in 
the 


judgment of the board, would be likely 
to purchase 
milk 
from such dairy; 


and upon receipt of'such notice It shall 
be unlawful for any dealer so notified 
to sell or offer for Bale in this com- 
monwealth milk from the said dairy 


Section 3. After a permit has been 


revoked, it may 
he renewed in tho 


same way 
in which the- original per- 


mit wns issued, in which case the Fame 
form of notification shall follow as ta
